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Gerald Boarman Is New Principal 
At Eleanor Roosevelt High School

Gerald Boarman, principal 
of Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, considers himself to 
be “a no-nonsense, firm, fine, 
caring, principal willing to 
listen and have dialogue 
with student input.” 

In an interview last week at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School, 
the new principal said: “Pm in¬ 
terested in student concerns, ap¬ 
peals and opinions. I'm open and 
honest, and I won't tell you 
something that can't be done, 
can be done.” 

Hi* office is crowded with num¬ 
erous academic and sport troph¬ 
ies, Lee Iacocca’s book is propped 
visibly on a shelf. Redskins par¬ 
aphernalia and family photos per¬ 
sonalise his office. Gerald Boar¬ 
man is a principal truly comfor¬ 
table in his surroundings — but 
rarely will you find him there. 
More often, he roams the hall¬ 
ways in order to get to know the 
students better. “I make it a 
point to meet with students,” he 
says. “You won't find me in 
this office. If you do, you're very 
lucky.” 

Boarman's policies are related 
to what's best for the student. 
He calls his style “school-based 
management,” and expects input 
from parents, teachers and stu¬ 
dents. So far, he's not been dis¬ 
appointed: “I want teachers and 
parents to help make decisions.” 
he said. “On back-to-sohool night 
(in September) 1400 members of 
the Parent-Teacher-Student As¬ 
sociation (PTSA) turned out. 
They're very active in the local 
and state-wide PTSA.” 

Boarman enjoys working with 
young people, “I think the pub¬ 
lic has a misconception of what 
kids are like today. Kids are 
great. Very few are involved in 
the kinds of things that you

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read.” 

He continued, “These students 
are going to be the people who 
touch the future. They're going 
to take up where thedr fathers 
and forefathers left off.” 

“I see a student body that has 
a great deal of spirit,” Boarman 
said proudly. “They're involved 
in student government, in being 
leaders and participators, and 
they are involved in making de¬ 
cisions.” 

Boarman was offered the po¬ 
sition of principal by the school 
superintendent, who felt Boar¬ 
man matched the needs of the 
school. 

“I live and have been educated 
in Prince Georges County. I have 
a better perspective than someone 
else may have,” Boarman agreed. 
Boarman taught history at the 
school when it first opened in 
1976. At that time his Advance- 
ed Placement (AP) History class 
was the only AP class in the 
school. 

He is a three time graduate of 
the University of Maryland, Col¬ 
lege Park. He received his B.A. 
degree in history, his M.A, in 
history/education and his Ph.D. 
in education administration. 

“My aim is to meet the needs 
of the diverse student body here,” 
he said. “This includes academ¬ 
ies. work, vo-tech, guidance, and 
college selection There are 87 
clubs here, including a chess club 
and an It's Academic team. Tf 
we don't have it, we can get it” 

He added, “Success won't de¬ 
pend on me. It depends on get¬ 
ting parents, students and teach¬ 
ers moving in the right direc¬ 
tion.” 

One way that Boarman has 
made it easier to meet the stu¬ 
dent's needs has been to break 
down the 2400 students into smal¬ 
ler units called “neighborhoods.” 
Each of the seven neighborhoods 
is headed by an administrator 
Who meets the needs of that par¬ 
ticular group. 

Boarman states that the neigh¬

borhood units enable the faculty 
and staff to work more efficient¬ 
ly. “It's easier to deal with few¬ 
er people,” he said. 

“Anytime you're working with 
this many students, you develop 
the risk of not meeting their 
needs. The neighborhoods enable 
those needs to be met by creat¬ 
ing a small-community atmos¬ 
phere and by removing the con¬ 
fusion of one person having to 
deal with so many.” 

One perk about having so 
many students is that the school 
can offer more programs and 
courses, according to Boarman. 
He says that he is in a position 
“to effectuate change that takes 
place in an organization for the 
improvement of instruction or ed¬ 
ucation for kids.” 

Controversies 

Gerald Boarman has had very 
few problems since taking on the 
job of principal in August. But 
two that stirred up some con¬ 
troversy around the school were 
the firing and hiring of a foot¬ 
ball coach, and the recent educa¬ 
tion press conference. 

According to Boarman, last 
year's football coach was fired 
because of differing philosophies 
of his and other faculty members. 
Boarman, who was supportive 
of bringing him back, re-opened 
the hiring process. 

“I rehired the original coach,” 
said Boarman, “because he was 
the best candidate for leading 
young men.” 

Boarman's second challenge 
was receiving the poor press cov- 
erage of the meeting of Demo¬ 
crats who spoke at Eleanor Roos¬ 
evelt several weeks ago on the 
topic of education. The Prince Ge¬ 
orges Journal wrote, “Eleanor 
Roosevelt Staged a Press Con¬ 
ference,” according to Boarman. 

“It didn't seem from our per¬ 
spective that they wanted to in¬ 
terview who was involved,” said 
Boarman. “The Journal's story 
wa b outlandish and sensational- 
istic. The sad thing is that the 
reporter never interviewed the 
participants. The staff and kids 
helped me to endure.” 

Boarman blamed the poor 
newspaper coverage on jealousy, 
“Because of the prestige and 
calibre of the students (Eleanor 
Roosevelt) puts out. we are con¬ 
stantly looked unon to find some-

The recent election was un¬ 
usually long. Until this year, 
campaigns traditionally began 
during the Labor Day weekend 
and lasted until election day 
which was two or three weeks 
later. This year campaigning 
commenced at about the same 
time but lasted over two months. 

Each of the candidates appar¬ 
ently spent huge amounts of 
money. Most of the nine had siz¬ 
able ads in the News Review 
beginning weeks before the elec¬ 
tion. The issue of November 2 
was a record 28 pages. 
up from 24 pages of two years 
ago. The 28 pages were so filled 
with ads, official notices and 
other political items that it was 
difficult to read much beyond 
the first page. 

There are two ways of improv¬ 
ing our biennial council contests: 
Shorten the period of campaign¬ 
ing. Limit the amount of cam¬ 
paign spending. We could start 
now by requiring all candidates 
in 1991, to submit statements 
listing their expenditures.

Dead Tabby Sought 
For Rabies Testing 

The Prince Georges County 
Health Department is advising 
the motorist involved in an acci¬ 
dent with a gray and white tabby 
cat in Bowie on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 6, 1989 to contact the agen¬ 
cy’s Communicable Disease Con¬ 
trol Office. The Health, Depart¬ 
ment is attempting to assess the 
possibility of exposure to rabies. 

At approximately 9 p.m. on 
November 6, a motorist driving 
on Mitchellville Road in Bowie 
struck the gray and white tabby 
cat. The motorist, described as 
a white male with iong dark 
brown hair and approximately 19 
years of age, was driving a Mali¬ 
bu type car, white with a black 
top. A second motorist, a female, 
stopped to provide assistance and 
was bitten by the cat as she 
removed it from the roadway. 
The motorist that struck ths 
cat subsequently agreed to remove 
the animal for burial. 

The Health Department has to 
test the animal to determine if 
it had rabies, which is a fatal 
disease. The female motorist is 
beginning rabies post-exposure 
treatment. Health Department 
officials state that it is impera¬ 
tive that the male motorist con¬ 
tact the agency immediately.

Effective January 1, 1990, the 
city will be implementing a new 
policy aimed at preventing the 
abuse of drugs and alcohol by 
city employees. The policy pro¬ 
vides for a pre-placement physi¬ 
cal for prospective employees 
which will include drug screen¬ 
ing, A positive result will pre¬ 
vent their hire. In addition the 
city may schedule periodic phy¬ 
sical examinations of employees, 
to include drug testing, and, af¬ 
ter any accident or injury may 
require drug screening and/or 
blood alcohol testing. Those test¬ 
ing positive will be subject to 
disciplinary action, including dis¬ 
missal. 

The city, on the publication of 
this policy, stressed that it stands 
ready through its health plans 
and counselling services, to assist 
any employee who seeks help for 
substance abuse problems.

vidual to keep the form accur¬ 
ate/' Stine says. “But it's a very 
big life saving service for the 
elders in our community." In an 
emergency situation. Elder Alert 
is the key to making every sec¬ 
ond count, he added. 

Elder Alert will be available 
for residents in Greenbelt and 
throughout Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty starting with kick off. 
Fire and Rescue Officials 
have been notified to check re¬ 
frigerator doors during emer¬ 
gency and fire calls. 

There are many overlaps into 
other communities, including Vir¬ 
ginia and the District of Colum¬ 
bia, according to Stine. “We all 
touch each other," he says. “It's 
been clear to us that we'll have 
to notify others in neighboring 
areas about the program." 

The idea of keeping emergen¬ 
cy medical information in the 
refrigerator is not a new one. 
Ruth Stinson, director of Green 
Ridge House says that they've 
been using a similar system there 
for about nine years. They use 
prescription bottles which al¬ 
ready have the doctor's name 
and current medication listed on 
the outside. Their system also 
uses a medical form inside the 
vial. 

“I thing Elder Alert is an 
excellent idea," says Stinson. 
“The medical form is very good. 
The program will be very bene¬ 
ficial in private homes.'" Freda 
Gryska, on the resident board 
at Green Ridge House applauds 
the idea.

The Elder Alert Protection System Campaign was 
kicked off at the American Legion Post 136. The 
protection system, which is sponsored by the Greenbelt 
Nursing Center and co-sponsored by Post 136, Older Adult 
Systems and Information Services (OASIS) and the Prince 
Georges County Fire Department, consists of a fluorescent 
orange tube, an emergency medical information form and 
an Elder Alert Protection System sticker. 

The medical form is complet- It's very important for the indi- 
ed, put in the bright-colpred tube 
and kept in the refrigerator. The 
sticker is then placed on the 
refrigerator door. In an emer¬ 
gency or fire, the sticker on the 
door will notify rescue person¬ 
nel that life-saving information 
can be found in a tube in the 
refrigerator. The sheet also con¬ 
joins space for phone numbers 
of persons to contact 
According to Bret Stine, Ad¬ 
ministrator of the Greenbelt 
Nursing Center, a refrigerator 
is the ideal place to store the 
tube because the information 
can't be lost there and more im¬ 
portantly, a refrigerator is usual¬ 
ly the last item to burn up in 
a fire. 

“The naming of the program 
Elder Alert is unfortunate," 
added Stine. “In truth, the pro¬ 
gram benefits anyone with medi¬ 
cal problems or who lives alone.” 

Former Mayor Dick Pilski of 
Post 136, calls it a “Life-time 
Capsule." 

The tube is of special impor¬ 
tance for a number of reasons, 
according to Major P. Lamont 
Ewell of the Prince Georges Fire 
Department. “We don't have the 
luxury of time to discuss or wait 
to see if treatment works. Some 
symptoms make one illness look 
like another. We can more quick¬ 
ly assess the situation with the 
information (in the tube)." 

Ewell considers the program 
to be a logical extension of 
“Project Identification" which 
already targets specific homes in 
the community as having handi¬ 
capped or sick persons residing 
there. The information is logged 
into a computer for immediate 
access. 

“I'm totally supportive," says 
Ewell. “Elder Alert gives more 
viable information in an emer¬ 
gency situation,"

POLICE BLOTTER 


Based on Information 

Released by the Greenbelt 
Police Department 

While issuing an equipment 
repair violation on a traffic stop 
on November 3, Officer Barry 
Byers saw a clear plastic baggie 
containing suspected marijuana 
on the car’s seat. The driver of 
the vehicle adamantly professed 
that the suspected marijuana was 
not his but rather his passen¬ 
ger’s. 

The driver, a 30-year-old 
Greenbelt resident, was arrested 
for possession of CDS and pos¬ 
session of CDS paraphernalia. He 
appeared before the District 
Court Commissioner and was in¬ 
carcerated on a $1500 bond pend¬ 
ing trial. 

On November 6 Officer Carl 
Schinner stopped a vehicle weav¬ 
ing from lane to lane on Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue. Schinner smelled 
alcohol and ether and saw empty 
beer bottles in the vehicle. Field 
sobriety tests were given, all of 
which the driver failed. The sus¬ 
pect was told that she was under 
arrest for DWI, at which time 
she turned toward the vehicle and 
reached into her undergarment. 
Schinner grabbed her arm and the 
suspect began kicking and 
screaming, striking Schinner. The 
25-year-old nonresident suspect 
was finally cuffed and arrested 
for DWI, DUI, CDS, unsafe lane 
change, possession of phencycli¬ 
dine, resisting arrest, ond bat¬ 
tery of police officer. At the 
District Court Commissioner’s 
office she was released on per¬ 
sonal recognizance. 

While on routine patrol on 
November 6, Corporal Dan AIL 
wang observed that someone 
seated in the driver’s seat of a 
vehicle appeared to be uncon¬ 
scious. A female approached the 
vehicle from the rear of Kan¬ 
garoo Katie’s and opened the 
door of the* car. When Allwang 
asked for identification, the de¬ 
fendant opened her purse and 
threw out a paper towel. The 
officer checked the towel and 
found that it contained a hypo¬ 
dermic syringe. A search of the 
vehicle revealed an additional 
syringe, a homemade CDS pipe, 
and one plastic baggie containing 
a white powdery substance. 
Traces of the powder field-test¬ 
ed positive for cocaine. The 23- 
year-old nonresident female was 
arrested for possession of CDS 
paraphernalia (hypodermic sy¬ 
ringe). She was incarcerated on 
$5000 bond. 

On November 7 Officer Ronnie 
Walter stopped a car for failure 
to give the required signal of 
intention to turn. When Walter 
approached the vehicle tc ask 
for the driver’s license and regis¬ 
tration, he detected the odor of 
marijuana coming from within 
the vehicle. Officer Moreland 
approached the vehicle from the 
passenger’s side and observed 
the front-seat passenger at¬ 
tempting to shove something un¬ 
der the seat. For his safety, 
Moreland opened the passenger 
door and observed the suspect 
attempting to conceal a pipe, the 
type commonly used to smoke 
marijuana. The passenger was 
placed under arrest, and Moreland 
then searched the vehicle for ad¬ 
ditional violations of controlled 
dangerous substance, at which 
time he located another pipe 
under the passenger’s seat. Both 
pipes contained residue of sus¬ 
pected marijuana. Also found in 
the vehicle were two plastic 
baggies containing a green leafy 
substance which on field tests 
tested positive for marijuana. 
,Two male nonresidents, aged 18 


and 21, were arrested and charged 
with possession of CDS and re¬ 
leased by the District Court 
Commissioner on personal recog¬ 
nizance pending trial. 

Disorderly Conduct 

The police were asked to re¬ 
spond to a disorderly person in¬ 
cident at the Greenbelt post of¬ 
fice. When Officer Dowling ar¬ 
rived, he learned that the woman 
had started yelling at the postal 
employees because they would not 
accept her personal check with¬ 
out any matching identification; 
she had been asked several times 
to calm down because she was 
cisturbing the customers and the 
employees; that the suspect 
turned to leave the post office 
taking the stamps that she had 
originally requested without pay¬ 
ing for them; and that she was 
instructed to return the stamps 
but she just said “no.” Dowling 
arrested the 28-year-old nonresi¬ 
dent suspect and transported her 
to headquarters. She was taken 
before a District Court Commis¬ 
sioner and released on personal 
recognizance pending a court 
trial. 

On November 8. at around 
5:15 p.m., a male driver travel¬ 
ling eastbound on Greenbelt Road 
tried to make a lane change near 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
and nearly hit a white Beretta. 
The driver of the Beretta then 
tailgated the first driven to the 
intersection of Greenbelt Road 
and Mandan Road, where both 
drivers stopped for a red light. 
The driver of the Beretta got out 
of his car, reached by the front 
seat and pulled out an object. The 
first driver fled to the Shell 
Mart parking lot on Greenbelt 
Road. The driver of the Beretta 
followed and again got out of his 
car, but this time he reached 
into his shirt as if to pull out 
a weapon. Driver number one fled 
the secene. The Beretta was a 
sports version, with wide tires 
and rally package. Its driver was 
described as a white male, age 
30, 5’11”, 190 lbs., with long 

brown hair, a scraggly beard, 
and wearing an untucked brown 
plaid flannel shirt. He also had a 
sailor hat with an unknown pat¬ 
tern on top. 

Thefts and Robberies 

When responding to a radio 
call that a shoplifter was in 
custody at the Ross Clothing/ 
Apparel store in Greenway Shop¬ 
ping Center on November 6, Of¬ 
ficer George Mathews was ad¬ 
vised by the assistant manager 
that in fact an armed robbery 
had just taken place, and that 
the male suspect had fled the 
store on foot in an unknown 
direction. Apparently the suspect 
had entered the store, approached 
an assistant manager, showed 
him a handgun and said, “Let’s 
go to your office.” After they 
walked to the office, the suspect 
demanded money. The assistant 
manager complied with the de¬ 
mand and was then told to lie 
down on the floor, where he was 
tied up by the suspect. The sus¬ 
pect then went to the leather 
goods area, picked up four leath¬ 
er jackets he had tried on pre¬ 
viously and walked over to the 
cashier’s booth as if to purchase 
the jackets. The cashier walked 
away from the register and told 
one of the clerks that she thought 
the suspect was acting in a sus¬ 
picious manner. The suspect got 
impatient waiting for the cashier 
and left the store. Later it was 
discovered that the suspect had 
abducted a female operating a 
1984 Fort Escort and had her 
drive him to the Landover area 
from the Greenway Center. The 
suspect is described as a black 


male, late 30s to early 40s, 5’11”, 
160 lbs., brown eyes, with close- 
cropped black hair, wearing a 
grayish green suit, white shirt 
and gold wire-rimmed glasses. 

On November 8, at approxi¬ 
mately 3:30 p.m., a residential 
armed robbery took place in the 
7200 block of Mandan Road. The 
residents were confronted by two 
white males armed with semi¬ 
automatic handguns. The gun¬ 
men were wearing stocking masks 
and gloves, and appeared to be 
in their twenties. They tied the 
residents up, left them in an 
upstairs room, and then ran¬ 
sacked the rest of the house, 
stealing an as yet undetermined 
amount of property.

When schools are closed all 
day, all other activities are also 
cancelled, and the buildings are 
not available for after-school ac¬ 
tivities by private or other pub¬ 
lic .organizations.
